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BILL MANIFOLD 
1921-2010 

William H. (Bill) Manifold, age 89, of Saugatuck, passed away Sunday, December 5, 2010 at Hospice 
House of Holland. Although he will be missed, we will celebrate his life and memories of times together. 

Bill was born July 2, 1921 in Chicago, Illinois to William C. & Rose (Holstrom) Manifold. William H. (Bill) 
Manifold was born on July 2, 1921 to William C. & Rose (Holstrom) Manifold in Chicago, Illinois. Bill was the 
oldest of four siblings, brothers Chuck and Bob, and sister Marge. 

They grew up in the days of street cars, ice delivery wagons, mumbly peg & marbels and the great 
depression. They lived with their paternal grandparents in Hyde Park in at least 3 different apartments and also a 
converted/abandoned firehouse. Later, they lived in a “shack” with no insulation on the outskirts of Midlothian 
with “good fertile soil for growing crops and canning.” 

Bill graduated 8* grade with honors and had a year and a half of high school before leaving to help support 
the family. In his teens, he traveled to Idaho with his brother Chuck to work with the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. They made $1 a day and sent home $24 a month. 

When Bill was 20 when WWII broke out. He enlisted in the Army Air Corps and went through cadet 
training. Learning to fly PT-17, BT-13, AT-6, 9, & 10, B-25, he wound up as a B-17 pilot. 

He had a monotonous 9 hour flight across the Atlantic to Belfast, Ireland. He switched on the intercom and 
played my harmonica, while the crew sang along to pass the time. The next day, they flew to England where 
they were stationed with the 288* Bomb Squadron. Their first mission was aborted - cloudy, couldn’t see target. 
Our second mission was a doozy -the longest in the history of the 8*, bombing a ball bearing factory in Poznan, 
Poland. They encountered heavy flak over their target that knocked out 2 of our engines. The plane on their 
wing took a direct hit and went spiraling down. They hit their target, but used over half of their fuel. They 
couldn’t make it back to base and would have had to ditch in the English Channel. Instead, Bill had the 
navigator plot course for Sweden, where they were interned for 6 months.” 

Back stateside. Bill took a position in charge of the photo lab at Marana Army Air Eield in Tucson, Arizona. 
He left the Army as 1 Lieutenant. After the service. Bill took the GED exam to earn his high school diploma. 
He had been sending money home while in the service and used it to buy equipment and set up “Foto House.” 
He did portraits and some commercial work. This is where he met Eran (Scheidel), as her family lived next door 
to the photo studio. 

Bill and Eran married in May of 1951. Together, they saved to buy property and built a house at ISL^and 
Cicero in Illinois. With the foundation and framing done, they finished all the inside including electrical wiring, 
and plumbing. Bill started a job as a route man for Bowman Dairy. They started a family, had 3 of their 4 
children, Alan, Peggy, and Jim. They also did some foster parenting during this time. 

In 1962, Bill’s parents, wanting to retire, asked Bill and Fran to take over their business in Michigan. After 
10 years of being together and raising a family, they sold their home and moved to Saugatuck. Buying the 
business from his parents, they were now running Pottawattamie Beach on Goshorn Lake. They had another 
son, John in 1964 and, as a family, they ran the beach for 20 years. 

During the off season. Bill worked several jobs. His first job was the late shift at Harris Pie and then later, at 
GE in Holland. He then worked 8 years at EE Eell Jr. High as custodian and was then transferred to Holland 
High. After 15 years of service, he retired as Custodial and Maintenance Eoreman. 

In his later years. Bill enjoyed collecting wooden nickels, stamps, coins, model cars and any gadgets that 
piqued his interest. He was always learning and trying new things, such as becoming a locksmith, working with 
crafts and photography. He even tried rollerblading in his 70’s. He was a member of the Holland Coin Club and 
Saugatuck-Douglas Historical Society. He loved working on the computer and exchanging emails with his list of 
friends. 

To honor his service in the Army Air Corp in World War II, internment will be near Memorial Weekend or 
on his birthday in July. 
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WEST HAVERSTRAW, NEW YORK

As early as the 18* century grist mills were built along the Minisceongo Creek. In 1828 John Glass 
constructed a calico printing factory in what would become the hamlet of Garnerville in the Village. Glass was 
killed when a boiler exploded on a steamboat which was taking his first shipment to the city. The business was 
taken over by James and Thomas Garner in 1838 and they built the Garnerville Print Works into an important 
industry that gave Garnerville its name and livelihood. The factory buildings that were begun in the 1 840's and 
many of the homes built for the workers still exist today. There is evidence that it is the oldest industrial 
complex still in use. Today the factory buildings, known collectively as the Garnerville Arts and Industrial 
Center, contain a variety of small businesses as well as studios for artists and sculptors. 

In 1830 Elisha Peck brought the machinery from England for a rolling mill. The firm produced sheet iron, 
wire, screws as well as sulphuric acid and other chemicals. Later cannonballs and armament were 
manufactured for the Union army. The area became known as Samsondale after the ship Samson, on which 
Peck returned from England. 

The Village of West Haverstraw was incorporated on March 29, 1883. At the time of its incorporation the 
Village had 1,602 residents. Dr. Erank Green in his "History of Rockland County" described the boundaries of 
the Village in this quaint manner: "The boundaries of the Village are: South, by the Village of Haverstraw and 
the Ramapo Road to its junction with a road that leads south to John Springsteen's; West, by a line running 
from this junction to the Stony Point line, near the New Jersey and New York Railroad; on the North from the 
Stony Point boundary eastwardly to the road leading north from Benson's Corner and by a line which 
continues the course of the said boundary to a point on the Minisceongo Creek north of the Parley house on 
the lands of the Haverstraw Clay and Brick Company; and on the East by a line running southerly from the 
above point to the north line of Haverstraw." The references to the railroad and the brick yard in the 
description indicate that West Haverstraw had a meaningful industrial and business history prior to its 
incorporation. 

In 1873 the New York and New Jersey Railroad ran from Jersey City through Mt. Ivy, Thiells, and West 
Haverstraw at Benson's Corner in the Village. The line was extended to Haverstraw Village in 1887. The West 
Shore Railroad opened to travel in 1883. The West Haverstraw Railroad Station was the finest on the line and 
included a well-known restaurant. It was destroyed by fire in the early 20* century. 

The brick industry was the area's greatest business. In the late 19* century and early 20* centuries 
brickyards extended along the Hudson River from Haverstraw Village to Grassy Point. 

lOWMC member John Lawrence lives in West Haverstraw, a village of 10,295. 

In 1976 the New York Wooden Money Society issued a wooden nickel to commemorate the USA 
Bicentennial. In 1983 West Haverstraw celebrated its centennial by issuing 4 wooden nickels, including 3 
(black, blue and red) with a small Indian on the reverse and one for “Merry Christmas”.

SPRINGFIELD, MISSOURI

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The territory known as Missouri was included in the Louisiana Purchase of 1803. Soon after, the Delaware 
Native Americans received treaty land where Springfield’s Sequiota Park and the antique stores of its Galloway 
Village stand today. To the west, 500 Kickapoo Native Americans huilt their wickiups on the prairie that still 
hears their name. 

In 1833, the legislature designated most of the southern portion of Missouri a single county. It was named for 
Revolutionary War General Nathanael Greene, largely through John Polk CamphelTs campaign to honor a man 
he admired. A Tennessee homesteader, Camphell was the founder of Springfield, announcing his claim in 1829. 
Springfield was incorporated in 1838. 

In 1838, the Cherokee were forcibly removed hy the U.S. government from their homelands in Tennessee, 
Alabama, North Carolina and Georgia, then moved to the “Indian Territory.” The move became known as the 
Trail of Tears due to the thousands of Cherokee deaths on the journey and those who perished as a result of the 
relocation. The Trail of Tears traveled through the Springfield area via what is known today as the Old Wire 
Road. 

The Old Wire Road, then known as the Military Road, served until the mid- 1840s as a connection between 
Springfield and the garrison at Fort Smith, Arkansas. By 1858, the Butterfield Overland Stage began utilizing 
the road offering passage to California. Two years later, the region’s first telegraph line was strung along the 
road at which time it was dubbed the Telegraph or Wire Road. The road proved vital during the Civil War, and 
its most historic connection is to the Battle of Pea Ridge in Arkansas. 

With civil war imminent, Springfield was divided in its sentiments. On August 10, 1861, army units clashed 
near Wilson's Creek, the site of the first major battle west of the Mississippi River, involving about 5,400 Union 
troops and 12,000 Confederates. General Nathaniel Lyon was killed, the first Union general to die in combat. 
The Confederates were victorious. Union troops fell back to Lebanon, then Rolla, and regrouped. When they 
returned to Springfield, the Confederates had withdrawn. For two years following the Battle of Wilson’s Creek, 
possession of the city seesawed. Then in January 1863, Confederate forces under General John S. Marmaduke 
advanced toward the town square and battle ensued. As evening approached, the Confederates withdrew. The 
next morning, the Confederates left town and General Marmaduke sent a message to Union forces asking for 
proper burials for Confederate casualties. The city would stay under Union control until the end of the war. Two 
years after the war ended, the Springfield National Cemetery was created. The dead of both the North and the 
South interred there, though separated by a low stone wall. The National Park Service, recognizing the 
significance of the battle, designated Wilson's Creek National Battlefield in 1960. The 1,750-acre battlefield 
remains greatly unchanged and stands as one of the most historically pristine battle sites in the country. 

In the wake of the Civil War, Springfield helped give birth to the Wild West era. In July 1865, the town 
square was the site of the nation’s first-recorded shootout. Following a poker game in Kelly Kerr Saloon on Park 
Central Square, Tutt claimed Hickok owed him money and took his pocket watch as collateral. Tutt claimed he 
would wear it in public to show that Flickok didn’t pay his debts. The next day from 75 yards away, Tutt fired a 
shot at Hickok, barely missing his head. Hickok fired back and killed Tutt with a bullet through the heart. The 
event made nationwide news. 

lOWMC member Gelvin Leeper lives in Springfield, a city of 154,777. 

Springfield has been the source of several semi-official wooden nickels including those issued by the 
Hereford Room and Sambo’s Restaurant to commemorate the USA Bicentennial, an undated wood issued in 
1985 by Butterfield’s to commemorate Wild West Days, and an issue in 2005 by the Ozarks Coin Club to 
commemorate the Discovery Centennial. 
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SAN JOSE, CALIFORNIA

Prior to European settlement, the area was inhabited by several groups of Ohlone Native Americans. The first 
lasting European presence began with a series of Eranciscan missions established from 1769 by Eather Junipero 
Serra. On orders from Antonio Marfa de Bucareli y Ursiia, Spanish Viceroy of New Spain, San Jose was 
founded by Lieutenant Jose Joaqufn Moraga as Pueblo de San Jose de Guadalupe (in honor of Saint Joseph) on 
November 29, 1111 . The city served as a farming community to support Spanish military installations at San 
Erancisco and Monterey. In 1797, the pueblo was moved from its original location, near the present-day 
intersection of Guadalupe Parkway and Taylor Street, to a location in what is now Downtown San Jose. San 
Jose came under Mexican rule in 1821 after Mexico broke with the Spanish crown. It then became part of the 
United States, after it capitulated in 1846 and California was annexed. In 1849 Charles White and James E. Reed 
of San Jose travelled from San Jose to Monterey in order to persuade members attending the state’s first 
constitutional convention to designate San Jose as the state capital. On Nov. 13 the initial state constitution was 
adopted and San Jose became the first capital of California. The action of forming a state was unusual in that 
California had not yet been accepted into the American Union. The legislature that convened in San Jose on 
Dec. 17, 1849 (delayed from a scheduled Dec. 15 start by torrential rain), became well known not only for the 
serious-minded hard work accomplished by the legislators, but also for the infamous proclamation made at the 
end of each session by Senator Thomas Jefferson Green: "Let's have a drink! Let's have a thousand drinks!" The 
legislators would then reportedly pack into a nearby saloon. This session became known as “the Legislature of a 
Thousand Drinks”. The legislature’s achievements, along with arguments from other elected representatives 
including Senators John C. Eremont and W.M. Gwin, managed to convince the U.S. Congress and President 
Millard Eillmore to officially name California as the 3 U‘ state. 

Soon afterwards, on March 27, 1850, San Jose became the second incorporated city in the state (after 
Sacramento). 

In 1851, the legislature became unhappy with the location of the state capital, with proponents of change 
arguing that there were no buildings suitable for a state government. Powerful State Senator Mariano Guadalupe 
Vallejo pointed out that Vallejo’s area made a more appealing location considering nine-tenths of the state’s 
officials traveled through Vallejo to get to San Jose. By order of the second legislature on Eeb. 14, 1851, the 
capital was ordered removed from San Jose to land donated by Vallejo in what is now Benicia. The capital was 
moved again, from Vallejo to Sacramento, on January 16, 1862. 

Though not impacted as severely as San Erancisco, San Jose suffered damage from the 1906 San Erancisco 
earthquake and over 100 people were killed in the city when buildings collapsed. 

The period during World War II was a tumultuous time. Japanese Americans primarily from Japantown were 
sent to internment camps. Eollowing the Los Angeles zoot suit riots, anti-Mexican violence took place during 
the summer of 1943. 

During the 1950s and 1960s the city annexed adjacent areas, providing large areas for suburbs. San Jose's 
position in Silicon Valley triggered more economic and population growth, which led to the highest housing 
costs increase in the nation, 936% between 1976 and 2001. 

lOWMC member Neil Lockey lives in San Jose, which has a population of 1,023,083. 

San Jose has been the source of official (1993 County Eair and 1997 International Beer Eestival) and semi- 
official (USA Bicentennial, St. Patrick’s Day, Admission Day, Flag Day, 4* of July, All Saints Eve and 
Thanksgiving) wooden nickels.

CHUBBOCK, IDAHO

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The early history of Chuhhuck begins in the early 1800's with trappers and hunters visiting the area and 
trading with the Indians. The Bannock and Shoshone Indians had long since made the area their home, hut it 
was not until the quest for furs brought trappers into the area that the white man became aware of it. In 1832, 
Captain Benjamin Bonneville visited the region to hunt and trap, and shortly after that Nathaniel J. Wyeth 
established the Fort Hall Trading Post. 

A railroad conductor named Earl Chuhhuck was in charge of loading railroad cars with agricultural produce 
from the area. Since sugar beets were the principle crops of the area and were loaded onto the trains at 
Chuhhuck Siding, it became known as the Chuhhuck Beet Run. It was later changed or shortened to Chuhhuck. 

The original town site was owned by two persons, Mr. Abe Pierce and Mr. Lindquist. Each homestead was 
acquired in a land rush when the Indian Lands were opened to homesteading through the Homestead Act. Before 
the first well was dug in this area, water for culinary purposes had to be hauled in from somewhere else. This 
was done generally by loading wooden barrels that contained 40 gallons of water onto a wagon drawn by a team 
of horses. Water was too precious to be used for laundry purposes, so the house wife usually dipped her water 
for laundry from the irrigation ditch and allowed it to settle over night before heating it on the wood burning 
stove to do the washing. 

In the old west or early day frontier communities, towns usually sprang up along well traveled trails, river 
crossings or at intersecting trails where there was a real need for them. The necessary establishments were the 
store or trading post, the drinking or gambling house, the livery stable, blacksmith shop, hotel, and later the 
church. One can readily understand the necessity for each of these businesses. They served as a source of 
supply, entertainment, and a care center for horses and equipment. In the old days a man was usually more 
concerned for the care of his horse than for himself. This is understandable since the horse was his only 
transportation. The church was concerned with the morals and spiritual guidance of the inhabitants, the 
blacksmith shop with the shoeing of horses and repair of equipment, and lastly the hotel afforded a place to stay 
on the trail. The modern town often follows the same pattern except that the old saloon is replaced by the bar or 
tavern, the livery stable by the service station, and the hotel by a motel. 

Eor many years Chuhhuck had a reputation as a rough area with lots of dance halls and saloons which catered 
to drifters and transients. This reputation still persisted until the late 40's and early 70's. It was the desire of these 
businesses to have slot machines and sell liquor by the drink that first sparked the idea of getting Chuhhuck 
incorporated as a Village. It was in 1949 that the decision was made to work for incorporation because slot 
machines and liquor by the drink were not legal unless the establishments were located in an incorporated 
village. In order to be incorporated there had to be a total of 125 qualified voters within the village boundaries. 
In the area these businesses desired to designate as a village it was found that this number of qualified voters did 
not exist, so they went about meeting this basic requirement by moving in trailers and otherwise housing 
residents. The village was formed and incorporated. 

lOWMC member Greg Manos lives in Chubbock, a city of 9,700. It is located immediately north of 
Pocatello and has opposed several consolidation proposals since the 1960s. 

Although Chubbock has not issued any wooden nickels, the Sambo’s in nearby Pocatello issued a semi- 
official in 1976 to commemorate the USA Bicentennial and the Downtown Merchants issued an official in 1982 
to commemorate Pocatello’s Centennial. 
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STATEN ISLAND, NEW YORK

As in much of North America, human habitation appeared in the island fairly rapidly after the retreat of the 
ice sheet. Archaeologists have recovered tool evidence of Clovis culture activity dating from approximately 
14,000 years ago. The island was prohahly abandoned later, possibly because of the extinction of large 
mammals on the island. Evidence of the first permanent American Indian settlements and agriculture are thought 
to date from about 5,000 years ago, although early archaic habitation evidence has been found in multiple 
locations on the island. 

At the time of European contact the island was inhabited by the Raritan band of the Unami division of the 
Lenape. The island was laced with foot trails. The Lenape did not live in fixed encampments, but moved 
seasonally, using slash and bum agriculture. Shellfish was a staple of their diet, including the Eastern oyster 
which was abundant in the waterways throughout the present day New York City region. Evidence of their 
habitation can still be seen in the form of shell middens. 

The first recorded European contact with the island was in 1524 by Italian explorer Giovanni da 
Verrazzano, who in the employ of the French crown, sailed through The Narrows on the French ship La 
Dauphine and anchored for one night. In 1609, the English explorer Henry Hudson sailing for the Dutch 
sailed into Upper New York Bay on his ship the Half Moon. Staaten Eylandt was named in honor of the Dutch 
parliament known as the Staten-Generaal. The first Dutch settlement of the New Netherland colony was made 
on Manhattan in 1620, yet Staaten Eylandt remained uncolonized by the Dutch for many decades. Erom 1639 to 
1655, the Dutch made three separate attempts to establish a permanent settlement on the island, but each time 
the settlement was destroyed in the conflicts between the Dutch and the local tribes. At the end of the Second 
Anglo-Dutch War in 1667, the Dutch ceded New Netherlands colony to England in the Treaty of Breda, and 
what was now anglicized as "Staten Island" became part of the new English colony of New York. 

The island played a significant role in the American Revolutionary War. On March 17, 1776, the British 
forces under Lord William Howe evacuated Boston and sailed for Halifax, Nova Scotia. Erom Halifax, Howe 
prepared to attack New York City, which then consisted entirely of the southern end of Manhattan Island. 
General George Washington led the entire Continental Army to New York City in anticipation of the British 
attack. Howe used the strategic location of Staten Island as a staging ground for the invasion. Over 140 British 
ships arrived over the summer of 1776 and anchored off the shores of Staten Island at the entrance to New York 
Harbor, which was the largest armada to set sail until the Second World War. The British troops and Hessian 
mercenaries numbered at about 30,000. In August 1776, the British forces crossed the Narrows to Brooklyn and 
outflanked the American forces at the Battle of Long Island, resulting in the British control of the harbor and the 
capture of New York City shortly thereafter. 

The towns and villages of Staten Island were dissolved in 1898 with the consolidation of the City of Greater 
New York. 

Opened as a "temporary landfill" in 1947, Eresh Kills Landfill was a repository of trash for the city of New 
York. The landfill was closed in 2001, but was briefly re-opened for the debris from Ground Zero following the 
September 11 attacks in 2001. 

lOWMC member Roland Mantovani lives in the borough of Staten Island, which has a population of 
491,730. Staten Island has been the source for a number of wooden nickels including an official issued in 1961 
to celebrate its Tercentennial. Many semi-officials were issued to honor the USA Bicentennial, Verazzano 
Bridge, Statue of Liberty Centennial and Richmondtown Restoration. 
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WICHITA, KANSAS

Archaeological evidence indicates that the site of present-day Wichita, which is located at the junction of the 
Arkansas Rivers in south central Kansas, has served as a trading center and meeting place for at least 11,000 
years. Early inhabitants were nomadic, following the game they hunted throughout the central continent. 
European explorers may have first visited Kansas in 1541, when the Spaniard Erancisco Vasquez de Coronado 
hunted for the mythical "golden" cities of Quivira. Erench and American explorers followed in later centuries. 

The forces of westward expansion and financial rewards attracted the first white settlers to the area in the 
1850s and 1860s, some of whom realized great profits from hunting and trapping the wildlife and trading with 
the native population. 

The first recorded permanent settlement was a collection of grass houses huilt in 1863 by the Wichita 
Indians. Due to the tribe’s pro-Union sentiment in the midst of the Civil War, the Wichita moved north from 
Indian Territory (Oklahoma) under the protection of the U.S. government. J. R. Mead, among others, established 
profitable businesses trading with the Wichita and supplying the government agency charged with their 
protection. When the region’s native peoples were "removed" to Indian Territory in 1867 to open the area for 
white settlement, the trading business followed them, using the Wichita site as a base and establishing the 
Chisholm Trail as a route of transport. 

Its position on the Chisholm Trail made it a destination for cattle drives headed north to access railroads to 
eastern markets. As a result, it became a railhead destination for cattle drives from Texas and other south- 
western points, from whence it has derived its nickname "Cowtown." It quickly gained a wild reputation, and 
had numerous well-known lawmen pass through, employed to help keep the rowdy cowboys in line. Among 
those was Wyatt Earp. The city was officially incorporated in 1870 and by 1886 Wichita was incorporated as a 
city of first class. 

In 1914-1915, oil was discovered nearby and Wichita became a major oil center. The money derived from oil 
allowed local entrepreneurs to invest in a nascent airplane industry. The city experienced a population explosion 
during World War II when it became a major manufacturing center for airplanes needed in the war effort. By 
1945, 4.2 bombers were being produced daily in Wichita. Stearman Aircraft, later purchased by the Boeing 
Company, was founded in Wichita, as were Beech Aircraft (now called Hawker Beechcraft), Cessna Aircraft, 
and LearJet (now Bombardier). The city remains a major manufacturing center for the aircraft industry today, 
with all of these and Airbus still having major centers there, hence its nickname: "Air Capital of the World”. 

Wichita was also a significant entrepreneurial business center during the pre and post-war period, with 
Coleman, Mentholatum, Pizza Hut, White Castle, Taco Tico and Koch Industries having all been founded in 
Wichita. (Ironically, White Castle closed all of their restaurants in Wichita in 1938 and has not operated in the 
state of Kansas after a failed revival attempt in the Kansas City area in the early 1990s.) 

lOWMC member John Masters lives in Wichita, a city of 344,284. 

Many businesses in Wichita celebrated the Kansas Centennial in 1961 by issuing semi-official wooden 
nickels. In 1970, Wichita issued official woods for its own Centennial, with many businesses issuing semi- 
officials of their own. Other wooden nickels have been issued by businesses to celebrate the USA Bicentennial, 
River Eestival and its position as Air Capital. 
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WOODSTOCK, ONTARIO, CANADA

In 1792, Sir John Graves Simcoe became Lieutenant Governor of Upper Canada and for the next five years, 
laid plans for the development of the interior of Upper Canada. After touring this region in 1793, he envisioned 
a series of town sites linked by a military road and a system of rivers and canals, providing inland access during 
an era when commerce and settlements depended on major waterways. London, Chatham, Dorchester and 
Oxford were designated town sites with London as the defensible capital. Simcoe passed through the area now 
known as Woodstock, and noted it a suitable "Town Plot". The military road stretching from Burlington Bay 
through Woodstock to London, provided an overland supply route for the safe movement of troops and settlers. 

Although designated a potential town site in 1798, Woodstock was not settled until 1800. Zacharias Burtch 
informed the Executive Council on June 3, 1800 that he and Levi Luddington, having arrived in March from 
New York, wished lands on Dundas Street. The Burtches were joined by other American settlers who purchased 
land. These American settlers dominated the political and commercial structure of the developing village 
causing provincial leaders to question the loyalty of this emerging community. 

In 1826, the new boundaries of the County of Oxford were adjusted. In the 1830s, a different group of 
immigrants were encouraged to settle in Oxford to ensure this community's loyalty to the British crown. British 
naval and army officers placed on half-pay looked to the colonies for a new career at the conclusion of military 
service. To facilitate the settling of these men a system of credits, graduated according to rank and length of 
service, was set up to enable military men to purchase lands from the Crown. However, when they arrived in 
Woodstock, their chosen grants already had tenants; squatters. 

In 1834, a third group of "loyal" immigrants was encouraged to settle in the developing community of 
Woodstock. Lord Eremonth owned a large estate near Brighton in Sussex, England. Through a friendship with 
Admiral Vansittart, he encouraged families from his estate to move to the colonies and one group came to 
Woodstock. Lord Eremonth placed Petworth, a minister on his estate, in charge of the resettlement, which 
became known as the Petworth Migration. Twenty-one families totaling 113 people of English, Scottish and 
Irish background, settled in the northwest section of Woodstock on five-and-a-half-acre lots. These people were 
tradesmen; carpenters, shoemakers, blacksmiths, weavers, laborers, farmers and shopkeepers. This growing 
community originally known as the Town Plot acquired the name Brighton, and these new settlers quickly set up 
businesses. In 1836 there were 200 people living in the area of Woodstock; by 1844, Woodstock had a 
population of 940 with over 160 homes. 

On January 1, 1851, Woodstock became a town. Municipalities that reached a population of 15,000 
automatically achieved the city status. However, towns could petition the provincial legislature for city status 
once they neared 9000 population. In 1902, Woodstock's population was 8833 and they agreed to petition the 
provincial legislature to become Woodstock, The Industrial City, on July 1, 1901. The incorporation of 
Woodstock as a city was not without conflict. Councilors worried that growth would be uncontrollable after 
achieving city status, losing its appeal as a nice place to live and raise a family. 

lOWMC member Don Pearson lives in Woodstock, which is known as The Dairy Capital of Canada. Today 
it has a population of 35,480 and it is the county seat of Oxford County in Southwestern Ontario, Canada.

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DEFIANCE, OHIO

The Lake Erie Basin and flood plain of the present Maumee River were shaped by glacial periods some 25,000 
years ago. The stream we see today is only about 12,000 years old. Ice covered the region to a depth of several 
thousand feet, but as the climate warmed, the glaciers retreated, permitting ice-dammed glacial lakes and melt water, 
which once flowed west, to flow east at an outlet near present-day Buffalo. Swamp forest covered most of the region 
after a retreat of the glacier, creating an area called the Great Black Swamp, which had a profound impact on the 
valley, delaying settlement for decades and providing the basis for the present rich soil. 

Indians migrated to the Western Hemisphere and Anally arrived in the valley about 12,000 years ago. 
Archaeological studies throughout the region show these people were primarily hunters. From 5,000 B.C. to 1,000 
B.C., Indians, known as the Archaic People, were still nomadic, but settled temporarily where game was plentiful and 
crops could be grown. From about 1,000 B.C. to the arrival of Europeans, the Woodland period, Indians settled in 
villages, were mound builders, raised crops, and used pottery and more sophisticated tools. By the time white settlers 
began arriving in any numbers in the early 1700s, several tribes had settled along the Detroit and Maumee rivers. This 
was a difficult time in the valley and confrontations were frequent. Pontiac, chief of the Ottawas and an ally of the 
French, laid siege to the British fort at Detroit in 1763. After the Treaty of Paris in 1783 ended the Revolutionary 
War, tribes inhabiting the area considered the Ohio River as their boundary, but in 1787, establishment of the 
Northwest Territory encouraged settlers to pour into the area. A confederacy of Miamis, Shawnee, Delaware, 
Potawatomis, Wyandots, and other tribal groups was gradually formed to resist encroachments, an effort which the 
British aided. Violent conflicts along the frontier were the result as the Indians tried to preserve their homelands. 
There were no roads through the morass. Horses sank to their bellies in the mud. A 35 -mile trip from Sandusky to the 
foot of the Maumee rapids, near present-day Maumee and Perrysburg, took two days. Congress Anally approved 
construction of a road in 1823, but the road was so poor that a mile a day was average. The longest canal ever built in 
the U.S. passes right through Defiance. Creating canals to open the interior was advocated early in the 1800s by 
George Washington and Thomas Jefferson, among others. Canals Anally opened the interior to extensive trade in the 
mid- and late- 1800s, and provided transportation for settlers and their belongings as well. The Wabash and Erie 
Canal, when completed in 1853, connected Toledo to the Ohio River at Evansville, 468 miles away. Benefits of the 
canal era are still evident, however, as both agriculture and industry grew as a result of cheaper transportation and 
cheap water power. Flour mills, sawmills, iron mills, manufacturing plants and warehouses sprang up to provide 
products and jobs. 

Draining the Great Black Swamp in the mid- and late- 1800s created a rich agricultural economy and rural way of 
life that continues to this day. It also opened the area to industrialization, first in making tiles for drainage. Then, as 
the area's timber was cut, came sawmills, stave mills, and shipyards to build ships. 

Discovery of oil and gas led to a boom in the 1800s, as the area became the world's largest producer of oil and gas. 

Defiance was named for Fort Defiance, which once stood in the confines of the city. The city is on the site of Fort 
Defiance, built by General "Mad" Anthony Wayne in August 1794. General Wayne surveyed the land and declared to 
General Scott, "I defy the English, Indians, and all the devils of hell to take it." 

lOWMC member Scott McKibben lives in Defiance, a city of 16,465.

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SAN CLEMENTE, CALIFORNIA

Prior to the arrival of the Spanish, the area was inhabited hy what came to he known as the Juaneno Indians. 
Long admired hy explorers and passing settlers, it remained virtually uninhabited until 1776, when Mission San 
Juan Capistrano was established by Father Junipero Serra and led both Indian and Spanish settlers to set up 
villages nearby. After the founding of Mission San Juan Capistrano, the local natives were conscripted to work 
for the mission. 

Property rights to the land exchanged hands several times, but few ventured to build on it until 1925, when 
former Mayor of Seattle, Ole Hanson purchased and designed a 2,000-acre community. Hanson believed that the 
area's pleasant climate, beautiful beaches and fertile soil would serve as a haven to Californians who were tired 
of "the big city". He named the city after Saint Clement. Hanson envisioned it as a Spanish-style coastal resort 
town, a "Spanish Village by the Sea." On a rainy day in December 1925, Ole Hanson managed to attract 600 
people from Los Angeles and beyond to hear his real estate spiel. He chartered luxury limousines to transport 
prospective buyers; others were attracted by the free hot meals that accompanied his presentation. That was the 
birth of San Clemente, when average lots sold for $300. Prime lots went for $1,500. Within the first six months, 
Hanson set a record by selling 1,200 lots. San Clemente was among the first master planned communities built 
from totally open land in the United States. Before erecting a single structure on the rolling coastal hills. Ole 
Hanson laid out an expansive plan based on the Spanish Colonial architectural style including restaurants, a 
clubhouse, residences, public parks, a public pool, a fishing pier, and even equestrian trails. In an unprecedented 
move, he had a clause added to the deeds requiring all building plans to be submitted to an architectural review 
board in an effort to ensure that future development would retain some Spanish-style influence (for example, for 
many years it was required that all new buildings in the downtown area have red tile roofs). Hanson was as 
“hands-on” as land developers get. Every home ownership deed mandated that residents comply with stringent 
Spanish Colonial Revival style guidelines, enforcing uniform handmade red tile roofs and whitewashed stucco 
walls. A tile and wrought iron foundry was even established in town to meet the needs of the rapidly growing 
community. Hanson did not allow deviation from his Spanish Village dream. In fact, if a home was built that 
didn’t comply with his guidelines, he would either pay for its remodeling or purchase it hi ms elf to rebuild in 
accordance. 

The area was officially incorporated as a City on February 27, 1928. 

In 1969, an event occurred which accelerated the growth and reputation of San Clemente. In that year 
President Richard Nixon purchased a Spanish mansion in the southern part of town that Hamilton Cotton had 
built in 1927. This "Western White House" became the site of numerous historical meetings. The Old City Plaza 
also at one time had a small Nixon museum inside when the city occupied the premises. 

San Clemente residents often think of their town as paradise — where the 1920’s vision of a Spanish Village 
by the Sea still lingers, the sun shines 342 days a year and the conveniences of metropolitan Southern California 
are balanced by fresh ocean air and beaches untouched by time. 

lOWMC member John Meiling lives in San Clemente, which has a population of 67,892. 

The Sambo’s Restaurant in San Clemente issued a semi-official wooden nickel in 1976 for the USA 
Bicentennial. In 1988 San Clemente issued an official wood to honor San Clemente’s 60* Anniversary. 
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lOLA, WISCONSIN

lola is a village nestled in the rolling hills and woodlands of central Wisconsin about 60 miles west 
of Green Bay. The community was named after a Potawatomi Indian girl. The Village of lola was incorporated 
on June 4, 1892. Two months later, the lola Village Board appointed a committee to prepare a resolution for fire 
protection. The resolution was adopted at their next monthly meeting and the lola Fire Department was formed. 
Within two months, the department's first purchase of ladders cost the village $22.62. Three months later two 
dozen buckets were purchased for an additional $6.75. 

The recent history of lola is inexplicably tied to Krause Publications, an employee-owned enterprise, which 
bills itself as 'the world's largest publisher of hobby periodicals and books.' Chester Lee (Chet) Krause, an lola, 
Wisconsin, carpenter with an interest in coins and firearms, founded Krause Publications in the fall of 1952 
when, at 27, he began issuing a newsletter entitled Numismatic News. Born in 1923 on his family's farm in 
nearby Helvetia, young Chet had become interested in collecting both stamps and coins while he was attending a 
one-room schoolhouse on property adjacent to his family's land. After a fire destroyed the farm in 1940, his 
parents moved the family to lola. Krause lost his stamp collection in the fire but was able to save his coins. 

The first issue of Numismatic News bore an October 13, 1952 imprint date. For the next 18 months of his 
new publishing venture, Krause operated out of his house on lola Street, where, with help from his mother, 
Cora, he put the work together on the kitchen table. Chet Krause's enterprise continued to grow and diversify to 
the point that in 1963 he hired Cliff Mishler as associate editor. 

Over the period of growth of Krause Publications, Krause and Mishler have run many community events that 
are held on the company's property, including the lola Old Car Show and Swap Meet. The Car Show, as well as 
several other events has become overwhelmingly popular, and many local charities benefit from the profits. 

The lola Old Car Show and Swap meet, an annual event in Wisconsin for the past 35 years, is the Midwest's 
largest. For classic car buffs, collectors, restorers, and anyone interested in just viewing automotive 
memorabilia, lola, Wisconsin hosts a show and auction with a different theme each year to allow all automotive 
tastes to be represented. With thousands of entries, thousands of swap meet participants, one thousand old cars 
for sale, and tens of thousands of visitors, the lola Old Car Show has attained national status. 

The village of lola is renowned for its Winter Carnival, the Historical Society’s Strawberry Fest, 
Scandinavian Corn Roast and the Wisconsin Off Road Mountain Bike Series. The lola Winter Sports Club 
offers ski jumping as well as cross-country skiing on groomed and lighted trails. Hunting, fishing and 
snowmobiling are only some of the many sports that can be enjoyed in tbe area. 

lOWMC member Cliff Mishler lives in lola, which has a population of 1,298. 

In 1970 lola issued official wooden nickels for a People’s Fair. The Fair featured Baby Huey and the 
Babysitters, tbe Grateful Dead, and tbe Bowery Boys, among others. Tbe wooden nickels are printed with the 
words “Drugs”, “Sex”, and “Violence” on them in 3 colors. The Numismatists of Wisconsin, which call lola 
home, issued semi-official wooden nickels in 1998 and 2000 for the Wisconsin Sesquicentennial in 1998. 



ASHTABULA, OHIO

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Mound builders were probably the first human inhabitants in Ashtabula. Even though the Hopewell mound 
builders of South Central Ohio were better known, the mound builders of Ashtabula County left earth works all 
over Ashtabula County. The mound builders of Ashtabula County built mounds for several different 
reasons. Not only just for burial, the mound builders of Ashtabula built earthworks for defensive 
fortifications, food storage and fortification against nature. Most mounds in Ashtabula County were built near 
streams or near a river gorge. Edgewood and Chestnut Grove Cemeteries are two locations where mounds were 
built. Chestnut Grove mounds were apparently built for defensive purposes; Edgewood Cemetery mounds were 
apparently built as burial mounds. When pioneer Peleg Sweet gave land to the township for the 
Edgewood Cemetery, nearly a thousand graves were found when the land was cleared. 

Ashtabula was founded in 1 803 on Lake Erie's coastline between Cleveland, Ohio and Erie, Pennsylvania. It 
was incorporated in 1891, but it celebrated its 100* year in 1903. The centennial of its incorporation was 
celebrated in 1991 and it celebrated the sesquicentennial of its founding in 1953. 

The city contains several former stops on the Underground Railroad which was used to convey African- 
American slaves to freedom in Canada in the years before the American Civil War. Among the stops is Hubbard 
House, one of the handful of termination points. Ex-slaves would reside in a basement of the house adjacent to 
the lake and then leave on the next safe boat to Canada, gaining their freedom once they arrived in Ontario. Its 
harbor has been a large ore and coal port since the end of the 19* century and continues to be to some extent 
with a long coal ramp draping across the horizon in the current harbor and the ore shipments unloaded from 
lakers that is sent down to the steel mills of Pennsylvania. 

On December 29, 1876, one of the nation's most notorious rail accidents occurred, known as the Ashtabula 
Horror and the Ashtabula River Railroad bridge disaster. Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Railway Train No. 
5, The Pacific Express, crossed the Ashtabula River bridge, the Howe truss structure collapsed, dropping the 
second locomotive of two and 11 passenger cars into the frozen creek 150 feet below. A fire was started by the 
car stoves, and of the 159 people on board, 64 were injured and 92 killed. 

As for the "first city hall," it was actually a City and Township Hall, used by both the City of Ashtabula and 
the Township of Ashtabula and first owned jointly by both entities. The third floor held a giant auditorium and a 
smoking room for the gents of the day. Ceilings in the first hall were lowered twice to help keep down heating 
costs. 

Many newcomers to Ashtabula in the late 19* century and early 20* century were immigrants from Einland, 
Sweden, and Italy. Ethnic rivalries among these groups were once a major influence on daily life in Ashtabula. 
A substantial percentage of the current residents are descended from those immigrants. The population in the 
City of Ashtabula grew steadily until 1970, since when it has been declining just as steadily. 

Ashtabula Harbor hosts an annual Blessing of the Elect community festival. The origin of the Blessing of the 
Elect can be traced to Portuguese and Irish fisherman and tugmen who settled in Ashtabula. Sometime in the 
1930s, the Blessing of the Elect was a small, almost private affair in early April conducted by a few tugmen, 
their parish priest, and an acolyte. By 1950, it had become a public ceremony under the auspices of Mother of 
Sorrows parish. In 1974, the Blessing of the Elect became a community affair involving all of Ashtabula's 
religious and harbor community. Today the Blessing is held annually, usually in late May. 

lOWMC member Alfred Schubert, who also happens to be president of the Penn-Ohio Wooden Money 
Collectors, makes Ashtabula, with a current population of 20,962, his home.

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PRESIDENT’S WOOD PILE 


Dear Members, 

As I shared with you in the April edition of Bunyan’s Chips, Bill Snider, President of DWMC, passed away on 
March 3, 2011. Since then I have received phone calls, letters and emails wondering if this would be a good time to 
merge DWMC with lOWMC. This would make one international wooden money organization, a first since DWMC 
split in 1976. Some of the feedback I’ve gotten is that the lifeblood of an organization is the annual meeting at which 
the members buy, sell and trade woods and the newsletter with its articles about wooden money, mail bids, raffles and 
auctions at which members can add to their collections. The feedback is that we have a better newsletter (Thank You) 
and that a merger of the clubs would hold DWMC members who are not in both clubs. 

The Vice President of DWMC, Dave Hunsicker, has assumed the responsibilities as president of DWMC. Dave 
lives near me and we share common interests in that we are both members of the Milwaukee Numismatic Society and 
Central States Numismatic Society, which puts us in frequent contact with each other. Over the past several weeks I 
have talked to Dave, as well as John Wilson and Don Charters, about merging the clubs. 

Several years ago I compiled a list of members of both DWMC and lOWMC and I found the following. lOWMC 
had a membership of 154, DWMC had a membership of 135 and 72 of our members belonged to both clubs. In 
addition, lOWMC had 15 life members and DWMC had 15 life members, 7 of whom were life members in both 
clubs. (Note that these numbers differ substantially from our current membership in which lOWMC has a 
membership of 120 and DWMC has fewer than 60 members. When I talked to Bill about a year ago he confirmed that 
of the roughly 60 DWMC members, about 40 were members of both clubs. 

I am letting you know the foregoing to inform you about what has happened and to solicit your feedback. If, in 
fact we merge, it will require some work on the part of DWMC because they would have to change their bylaws to 
allow the merger and we would have to discuss how we would accept life memberships and other dues paying 
members. However, with our combined treasury I could foresee that it would make for a single, strong club with a 
louder voice advocating the collecting of wooden money. As a side effect, we could probably reduce our dues to $5 
per year.

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HOMER, ILLINOIS

As you may have noted, in the 2010 copy of the Guide Book I listed many new official wooden nickels, as 
well as semi-officials. The Guide Book is constantly undergoing an internal review and one of the problems I 
noted was with the centennial of Homer which I listed under New York. (I listed an undated official and five 
1955 semi-officials which were issued hy King Pin Bowling Lanes.) Since then I found out that the village of 
Homer, New York was incorporated in 1835 so the dates on the wooden nickels didn’t fit. 1 did an internet 
search and found 6 communities in different states with the name of Homer. I wrote to all of the contacts I could 
find and Mr. Ray Cunningham, President of the Homer (Illinois) Historical Society, responded with the 
following. 

Homer grew from a settlement named Union, which was on the Fort Clark or State Road running between 
Danville and Urbana, nearly three miles north of the present town. Union was little more than several cabins 
built in 1829-30, but it served as a post office and meeting place in what was Vermilion County prior to the 
creation of Champaign County in 1833. Moses Thomas, a native of Pennsylvania, built a mill on the Salt Fork 
creek southeast of Union in 1 834 and began to mill grain. A young merchant traveling from Indiana, Michael 
Doctor Coffeen, built a store adjacent to the mill, and with Thomas created the village of Homer on January 26, 
1837. The post office was moved to Homer with M. D. Coffeen as postmaster in 1841. 

Homer grew to 120 people in 1850, and the coming of the Great Western Railroad to the south of 
the town prompted the village to move to its present location. In February 1855, the town's 32 buildings 
were dragged 1.5 miles south by 18 teams of oxen. The village became a stop on the railway, later named the 
Wabash Railroad, becoming the center of agriculture in eastern Champaign County. 

The 1955 Centennial was to celebrate the moving of Homer by oxen from the Salt Fork Creek to the Great 
Northern (Wabash) railway in February-March 1855. 

The King Pin Lanes was the local bowling alley in Homer. It is now home for the Old Homer Hardware on 
Main Street. Indeed the nickels were issued during Homer's Centennial in May 1955. 

Thank you Mr. Cunningham for setting the record straight. Members with copies of the Guide Book can now 
place the woods in their rightful place, in Illinois.

The area that is present-day Fargo was an early stopping point for steamboats floating down the Red River 
during the 1870s and 1880s. The city of Fargo was originally named "Centralia," hut was later renamed to 
"Fargo" in honor of Northern Pacific Railway director and Wells Fargo Express Company founder William 
Fargo. Fargo's founding dates hack to 1871, when the first settlers staked out homestead claims at the point 
where the Northern Pacific Railroad would cross the Red River. Railroads played a major role in the 
development of Fargo. In fact, the city was named for William G. Fargo, a director of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, and co-founder of Wells Fargo Express Company. 

In the beginning, Eargo was a rough and rowdy frontier town, with its fair share of bordellos and saloons. In 
1876, Eargo's population was only 600. But Eargo grew rapidly as more and more settlers arrived, drawn by the 
promise of cheap, fertile farmland in the Red River Valley. By 1892, Eargo had grown to a city of more than 
8,000 inhabitants; the tents and shanties of earlier days had been replaced by mainly wood-frame buildings. 

On June 7, 1893, disaster struck the growing city when the proprietor of a grocery store accidentally started 
the blaze as she emptied ashes behind her store on a windy day. A fire began on Eront Street. Eanned by strong 
winds from the south, the fire consumed most of the downtown area. The fire destroyed 3 1 blocks of downtown 
Eargo. Although the fire must have been a stunning blow to the city, Eargoans resolved to rebuild; in less than a 
year, 246 new brick buildings had been constructed, there were new streets and a water system was installed. 
The new structures were designed by many fine regional architects; the post-fire city became more attractive and 
substantial, and many of these buildings survive today. 

The North Dakota State Agricultural College was founded in 1890 as North Dakota's land-grant university, 
becoming first accredited by the North Central Association in 1915. In 1960, NDAC became known as North 
Dakota State University. 

Eargo-Moorhead boomed after World War II and the city grew rapidly despite being hit by a violent tornado 
in 1957. The tornado destroyed a large portion of the north end of the city. Dr. Ted Eujita, famous for his Eujita 
tornado scale, analyzed pictures of the Eargo tornado, which helped him develop his ideas for "wall cloud" and 
"tail cloud." These were the first major scientific descriptive terms associated with tornadoes. 

Eargo's largest challenge over the past two years has been the rising water of the Red River, which flows 
from the United States into Lake Winnipeg in Manitoba, Canada. The Red flows northward, which means 
melting snow and river ice, as well as runoff from its tributaries, often create ice dams, which cause the river to 
overflow. Eargo's surrounding Red River Valley terrain is essentially flat, leading to overland flooding. With the 
Red flowing right through the heart of the city, permanent flood protection will be an issue for many years to 
come. 

lOWMC member Leonard Otterson lives in Eargo, a city of 95,556. 

Eargo issued a set of 20 flat official wooden nickels in 1950 to commemorate its Diamond Jubilee. Semi- 
officials have also been issued by the Red River Valley Coin Club (USA Bicentennial, North Dakota 
Centennial, and Lewis and Clark Bicentennial). It was joined by a Sambo’s in 1976 to honor the USA 
Bicentennial. 
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POCATELLO, IDAHO

The section of Pocatello along the Portneuf River was inhabited hy the Shoshoni and Bannock peoples for 
several centuries before the arrival of Europeans into the area in the early 19* century. In 1834, Nathaniel Jarvis 
Wyeth, a U.S. fur trader, established Fort Hall as a trading post north of the present location of the city. The post 
was later acquired by the Hudson's Bay Company and became an important stop on the Oregon Trail, a branch 
of which descended the Portneuf through the present-day location of the city. A replica of the Fort Hall trading 
post is now operated as museum in southern Pocatello. 

Founded in 1889, Pocatello is known as the “Gateway to the Northwest.” As pioneers, gold miners and 
settlers traveled the Oregon Trail, they passed through the Portneuf Gap south of town. Stage and freight lines 
and the railroad soon followed, turning our community into a trade center and transportation junction. 

The name "Pocatello" comes from an Indian chief of the Shoshone tribe who granted the railroad a right-of- 
way through the Fort Hall Indian Reservation. Shoshone and Bannock Indian tribes inhabited southeastern Idaho 
for hundreds of years before the epic trek by Lewis and Clark across Idaho in 1805. Their reports of the many 
riches of the region attracted fur trappers and traders to southeastern Idaho. 

Nathaniel Wyeth of Massachusetts established one of the first permanent settlements at Fort Hall in 1834, 
which is only a few miles northeast of Pocatello. When over-trapping and a shift in fashion to silk hats put an 
end to the fur trade. Fort Hall became a supply point for immigrants traveling the Oregon Trail. 

Although thousands of immigrants passed through Idaho, it was not until the discovery of gold in Idaho in 
1860 brought the first large wave of U.S. settlers to the region. The Portneuf Valley became an important 
conduit for transportation of goods and freight. In 1877, railroad magnate Jay Gould of the Union Pacific 
Railroad acquired and extended the Utah and Northern Railway, which had previously stopped at the Utah 
border, into Idaho through the Portneuf Canyon. "Pocatello Junction", as it was first called, was founded as a 
stop along this route during the gold rush. After the gold rush subsided, the region began to attract ranchers and 
farmers. By 1882, the first residences and commercial development appeared in Pocatello. After the gold rush 
played out, the settlers who remained turned to agriculture. With help of irrigation from the nearby Snake River, 
the region became a large supplier of potatoes, grain and other crops. 

Pocatello absorbed nearby Alameda in 1962 and briefly became the largest city in the state, ahead of Boise. 
Pocatello was the third largest city in the state (behind Boise and Idaho Falls) until the late 1990s, when rapid 
growth in the Treasure Valley of southwestern Idaho placed Nampa and Meridian ahead of Idaho Falls and 
Pocatello, which are now the state's fourth and fifth largest cities, respectively.

County.

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APPLETON, WISCONSIN

Fur traders seeking to do business with Fox River Valley Indians were the first European settlers in 
Appleton. Hippolyte Grignon was Appleton’s first permanent settler who built the White Heron in 1835 
to house his family and serve as an inn and trading post. 

Home to Lawrence University, the city of Appleton grew along with the school. With the financial 
backing of Amos A. Lawrence, the Lawrence Institute was chartered in 1847. Samuel Appleton, 
Lawrence's father-in-law, donated $10,000 to the newly founded college library, and his name was given 
to the community in appreciation. 

Appleton, settled in 1847 and incorporated as a village in 1853. John L. Johnston was the first resident 
and village president. Appleton was incorporated as a city on March 2, 1 857. 

Appleton has long been home to economic prosperity. The paper industry, beginning with the building 
of the first paper mill in the city in 1853, has been at tbe forefront of tbe development of Appleton. In 
order to provide electricity to the paper industry, the nation's first hydro-electric central station, the 
Vulcan Street Plant on the Lox River, began operation in Appleton on September 30, 1882. Tbe power 
plant also powered tbe Hearthstone House, the first residence in the world powered by a centrally located 
hydroelectric station using the Edison system. 

Shortly thereafter, in August 1886, Appleton was the site for another national first, the operation of a 
commercially successful electric streetcar company. Electric lights replaced gas lamps on College Avenue 
in 1912. Appleton also had the first telephone in Wisconsin, and the first incandescent light in any city 
outside of the East Coast. 

Appleton's Valley Lair Shopping Center, built in 1954, laid claim to being the first enclosed shopping 
mall in the United States. This claim is disputed by others such as Rhode Island's Westminster Arcade, 
Seattle's Northgate Mall, and Minnesota's Southdale Center. In 2007 most of the structure was 
demolished, leaving only its east wing and a movie theater. 

Appleton was the childhood home of magician Harry Houdini. In interviews, he claimed to have been 
born in Appleton on April 6, 1874, even though records show he was born on March 24, 1874, in 
Budapest, Hungary. 

lOWMC member Leonard Rudie lives in Appleton, a city of 70,087. 

Appleton celebrated its Centennial in 1957 by issuing an official wooden nickel. In 1976 tbe Appleton 
Sambo’s Restaurant issued a semi-official wood to commemorate the USA Bicentennial. 



TIPS FOR REMOVING STAINS 

Perspiration - Prevention is better than curative. Let antiperspirant or deodorant dry completely before putting on 
your garment. Pre-treat the underarm area of the garment with liquid laundry detergent, so the buildup can be 
washed away. If the stain is old, treat the area with white or apple cider vinegar to help dissolve the perspiration. 

Ink - Ink from a leaky pen can be removed if you spray the stained area with hair spray, let soak and wash as usual. 
Lipstick - Generally, lipstick can be removed from washable clothing with isopropyl rubbing alcohol. Use two hand 
towels; put one down and place the lipstick stain face down on it. Dab the back of the stain with the other towel, 
which has been dipped into the alcohol. Repeat until stain is gone. 

Blood - For clothes that you launder, soaking the bloodstained garment in cold water for about 30 minutes will 
usually remove it. However, if stains are visible, mix a bit of water with unseasoned meat tenderizer (which breaks 
down the protein in the blood) and apply to the area. 
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ST. PETERSBURG, FLORIDA

In 1875, General John Williams came down from Detroit and bought 2,500 acres of land on Tampa Bay. He 
envisioned a grand city with graceful parks and broad streets, the trademark of today's St. Petersburg. The city's first 
hotel was named after his birthplace, Detroit. 

Thirteen years later, Peter Demens, a noble Russian aristocrat, brought the Orange Belt Railway to St. 
Petersburg. Built one rail at a time, with unpaid laborers and creditors threatening to lynch Demens all the way, the 
railroad finally chugged to St. Petersburg. On June 8, 1888, the first train arrived, carrying empty freight cars and 
one passenger, a shoe salesman from Savannah. A local legend says that Williams and Demens flipped a coin to see 
who would have the honor of naming the city. Demens won and named the city after his birthplace, while Williams 
named the first hotel after his birthplace, Detroit (a hotel built by Demens). St. Petersburg was incorporated on 
February 29, 1892, when it had a population of only some 300 people. 

Philadelphia publisher F.A. Davis turned on St. Petersburg's first electrical service in 1897 and its first trolley 
service in 1904. The city's first major industry was born in 1899 when Henry W. Hibbs, 1862-1942, a native of 
Newport, North Carolina, established his wholesale fish business at the end of the railroad pier. Within a year, Hibbs 
Fish Company was shipping more than 1,000 pounds of fish each day. 

Dredging of a deeper shipping channel from 1906 to 1908 opened St. Petersburg to larger shipping. Further 
dredging improved the port facilities through the 1910s. By then the city's population had quadrupled to 4,127. 

The year 1914 brought two firsts to St. Petersburg. The rich history of spring training and Florida's love affair 
with baseball began that year when the city's former mayor, A1 Lang, convinced Branch Rickey to move his St. 
Louis Browns to the Sunshine City for spring training. Also that year, Tony Jannus flew his Benoist airplane across 
Tampa Bay in 23 minutes, skimming across the water at a height of 50 feet. The event is commonly hailed as the 
birth of commercial aviation. 

In the 1920s, the state's first big growth boom brought an invasion of tourists who arrived by auto, railroad, and 
yacht. In 1924, the Gandy Bridge opened — cutting travel time to Tampa by more than half and positioning St. 
Petersburg to become Pinellas County's largest city. 

The boom years in the 1920s brought notable architecture to St. Petersburg. The city's architecture reflected a 
Mediterranean Revival motif. Through the 1920s, St. Petersburg continued to have strong tourist years. During the 
Depression, the real estate boom crashed. St. Petersburg recovered, though, with large Public Works Administration 
projects in the 1930s, which helped the city begin its economic recovery with $10 million in new investment. St. 
Petersburg's City Hall was built with New Deal federal funds in 1939. 

During the 1940s, the city witnessed large growth. It was home to the U.S. Coast Guard Station on Bayboro 
Harbor as a training base for World War II troops. Nightly anti-submarine air patrols were made over the Gulf of 
Mexico, and the War Department later selected St. Petersburg as a major technical services training center for the 
Army Air Corps. 

Booming in the 1940s and 50s with the advent of air-conditioning and through the 1970s as the town became a 
popular retirement destination for Americans from mid-western cities, reaching 238,647 in the 1980 census. By that 
time, however, the population had leveled off, and has grown by only 10,000 since then; this is primarily a result of 
the city being largely "built out". 

St. Petersburg is represented by teams in three major professional sports (football, baseball, and hockey), and 
several minor sports. St. Petersburg is also home to the Honda Grand ftix of St. Petersburg. 

St. Petersburg still retains much of the resort-town flavor its founders so cherished, a community of pelicans, 
porpoises, endless sunshine and sailboats. 

lOWMC member Bill Saitta lives in St. Petersburg, a city of 244,760. 

St. Petersburg celebrated the Festival of States in 1938 by issuing a 52 piece set wooden nickels that included all 
50 states, the District of Columbia and Canada. Other woode nickels include one issued for a Sun Tan Festival and 
in 1976 the local Sambo’s issued a semi-official wood to commemorate the USA Bicentennial.

The geologic history of Lyman, in the southwestern corner of Wyoming, includes the Cretaceous 
period when an intrusion of the sea extended from the Gulf of Mexico to the Arctic Ocean. It was a period 
of the sinking of the continent and a great series of sedimentary rocks was laid down hy the rivers of that 
time having their sources in the mountains of the west. On the delta of the streams of this ancient and 
sunken land forests grew, with tangled underbrush of ferns, rushes and stocky plants. Along this coast 
roamed the reptilian life of a score of a million years ago, those extinct forms of life called Dinosaurs, and 
reptilian swimmers, also extinct, that preyed upon the teeming life of the semi-tropical sea. It was a flat 
country covered with marshes that eventually formed coal beds. The stream channels of the Bridger have 
been found to contain the remains of sharks, garpikes, crocodiles, and catfish. The Bridger rivers 
swarmed with turtles and there were extensive stretches of dry land, as is shown by fossil land tortoises, 
some of them nearly three feet in length. This low-lying land was rimmed with a circle of active 
volcanoes. Then came the extended age of the uplift. The Rocky Mountains as we know them were rising. 
The whole series of rock laid down in this sea and on its shores was lifted and tilted. The edges were worn 
off by wind and water and on the eroded surface some 2,000 feet or more of other deposits were laid. 
These were the Bridger deposits. It was a period of crustal elevation and during the long ages of their 
activity these volcanoes emptied out over the Bridger Basin thousands of feet of ejected material, burying 
from time to time the prehistoric mammals of the basin. 

The Territory of Wyoming was organized by Act of Congress in the year 1868, with the boundaries of 
the present state. As originally divided, its four counties were Laramie, Albany, Carbon and Carter. In its 
derivation Carter County stood alone among not only the counties of Wyoming but of the nation as well, 
for it was composed of portions of the three great western accessions of the United States. That part 
northeast of the Shoshone range came from the Louisiana Purchase of 1803. From these mountains to the 
42"‘^ parallel is a tract acquired from the Oregon Territory, to which the claim of the United States was 
definitely established in 1846. The land south of this came to us from the Mexican Cession of 1848. At 
the meeting of the first territorial legislature in 1869 Carter County was divided into Sweetwater and 
Uinta Counties. The original Uinta County was about fifty by two hundred and eighty miles in size. 
Within it lay nearly all of the Yellowstone National Park. The present town of Lyman is in the Evanston 
metro area in Uinta County. 

In 1898 Francis M. Lyman, an apostle of the Mormon Church, organized the Woodruff Stake, which 
included this newly settled region. On the 10* of May the following year he and an associate named 
Owen Woodruff selected the present town site. Lots were laid out and a town hall, built by popular 
subscription, was ready for the first religious service the 11* of February, 1900. This building served its 
purpose until the year 1914, when the present meeting house was erected. The town, which was originally 
called Owen, was renamed Lyman. 

The agricultural importance of the region has been demonstrated. In spite of high altitude there has 
never been a failure in grain crops, and the yield per acre of wheat, barley and rye is double that of lower 
sections of the country. Vegetables of all sorts have been successfully raised, as well as small fruits and 
apples. 

lOWMC member Cecil Sanderson lives in Lyman, a town of 1,938. 

Lyman has never issued an official wooden nickel but the Uinta county seat, Evanston, issued one in 
1968 to commemorate its centennial and nearby Fort Bridger issued 2 in 1981 to commemorate when 
trappers met with Indians to buy their furs at a rendezvous.

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EDITOR’S REPORT 


The highlight of the summer was the World’s Fair of Money held in Chicago. 1 manned the table during the 
convention and gave away thousands of wooden nickels, membership applications and sold copies of the Guide 
Book. I gave out 21 applications for membership and one was completed and paid on the spot. Others purchased 
copies of the Guide Book and promised to return their applications to the secretary so it may take a month or 
two before the results are fully known. The woods were a rousing success. Many people asked for information 
and we were glad to provide it. With 80% of the population not knowing what a wooden nickel is we hope that 
it furthered our cause. 

The annual raffle and auction were both a great success. Total proceeds for the auction was $194.00, minus 
shipping costs of $12.50, resulted in a profit of $181.50. Total proceeds for the raffle was $340.00, minus 
shipping costs of $70.36, for a profit of $269.64. The results are included in this newsletter. Since the newsletter 
costs $13.07 per member per year and dues are only $7.50, this is our main means of making up the difference. 
(Note the Treasurer’s annual report, below, showing a net gain for the club for the year. I want to thank 
everyone who participated, whether you donated something, bid on something or bought a raffle ticket. Some of 
you were very generous and we especially thank you. 

Many members have contacted me, both by mail and in person at the ANA, regarding a possible merger of 
lOWMC with DWMC. To date I have received negative correspondence from one member and the rest are all 
positive. To keep you updated, the ball is in DWMC’s court, not ours. Their officers may need to amend their 
bylaws and then vote on a merger. We would welcome their life members, as well as all members, in the 
formation of one strong international wooden money club in the United States. 

Some members wondered why 1 didn’t run their wanted, for sale and advertisements in the last issue. This is 
a hectic time of the year due to the auction, raffle, election and envelope containing raffle tickets and I have to 
regulate the mailing to keep it under 1 ounce. Hopefully I’ll catch up over the next month or two. 

In the next couple of issues of Bunyan’s Chips we will get back to the regular routine of mail bids, 
continuing with Pennsylvania. Thanks to all of the regular bidders because the mail bids not only allow you to 
add to your collections but also bring in money for lOWMC.

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PRESIDENT’S WOOD PILE 


Dear Members, 

The ANA took action which will affect our club and its membership. The incoming board voted to reinstate 
the policy of allowing member clubs to once again receive free tables at the ANA’s three annual shows. ANA’s 
President, Tom Hallenbeck, said “Clubs have always been the lifeline of the ANA. We believe our long tradition 
of offering free tables to member clubs was beneficial to the hobby.” The previous policy of charging clubs for 
tables was implemented by former ANA Executive Director Larry Shepherd. In a press release from the ANA 
on September 28*, Hallenbeck stated “The ANA is about more than just being a big coin show. It’s about our 
individual members and member clubs. It’s about educating our members and the general public, doing so by 
creating a positive numismatic experience for the many diverse segments of our organization and the greater 
hobby community.” 

The 2011 ANA World’s Fair of Money Official Program stated “While the ANA generally breaks even or 
makes a small profit on bourse tables, it loses money on club tables. Clubs are charged $150 per table; however, 
the cost of merely setting up the table on the floor exceeds $300.” (Yes. Some people do read the official 
program from cover to cover.) 

This is very important. lOWMC is a club member of the ANA and our dues are $75.00 per year. However, 
for every member of lOWMC that is also a member of the ANA, we receive a reduction in our annual ANA 
dues of $5.00. If enough of our members are also members of the ANA, our club membership is free. If you are 
a member of the ANA, please provide me with your name and membership number so we can reduce our annual 
membership dues in the ANA. 

To keep you updated on what is transpiring with the DWMC, president David Hunsicker sent out a proposal 
and ballot to the officers of DWMC to change their bylaws and merge with lOWMC. Voting is in progress at 
this time.

NEWS OF THE WEIRD (Filling space) 

Blow against the empire: Bank of America (BA) had the tables turned on it in June after the company wrongfully harassed 
an alleged mortgage scofflaw in Naples, Florida.

Please contact any of the wood printers you wish, at once, in order to obtain their brochure showing 
designs, colors, shapes, sizes and price data on their woods, so that you can place your order as soon as possible. 
Mails are slow for packages and it takes time to print woods. 

Round woods that are mailed should be protected by a thick piece of cardboard or a piece of a plastic 
"bubble" envelope or they may be broken by machines that process the mail. Flat woods need little protection 
and are rarely broken in the mail. 

The bright metallic colors printed on woods, made from a thin foil paper on which the hot stamped process 
is used, are available from Canadian wood printers. The Old Time Wooden Nickel Company uses colored inks 
to print their woods. 

You might want to order several hundred of the stock designs and then add your name and year to the 
woods now and in the future.

LUCK, WISCONSIN 

By: Darrell Luedtke 
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The Ojibwa and the French fur traders were the principal inhabitants of the region in the early nineteenth 
century. Luck was so named because this was a stopover for travelers on their way to Taylors Falls, MN; they 
felt lucky to have reached the halfway point by sunset. It was originally two settlements, one on Big Butternut 
Lake, and one further west founded by Danish Immigrants in 1869, near the present site of State Highway 35. 
The two settlements knew it was impractical to remain as separate entities, but disagreed about which would be 
the center of town. The railroad settled the issue when it laid tracks near the western settlement. Luck was not 
incorporated until 1905, several years later than most surrounding villages. 

Heritage and history are very important to the people of Luck. The historic West Denmark settlement is the 
site of the first cooperative creamery in the United States, and has one of the oldest Danish Lutheran 
congregations in the country. You’ll find antique and craft shops, along with a good representation of artists 
and artisans. Two community festivals Lucky Days in July and Luck Winter Carnival in February are annual 
highlights. 

Luck is located in the heart of the great western Wisconsin wetlands, with many lakes and thousands of acres 
of public woodlands nearby. You can enjoy: 

• Lake and stream fishing year-round; summer boating, swimming, waterskiing. 

• Snowmobiling on 150 miles of local trails linked to an interstate system extending from St. Croix Falls 
to Superior 

• The Gandy Dancer Trail, offering over 100 miles of hiking and biking in summer and snowmobiling in 
winter. 

• Cross-country skiing and snowmobiling on miles of groomed trails in the winter. 

• Hunting in season for deer, bear, small game and fowl. 

The new Straight Lake State Park has over 2,700 acres. 

People in the United States started playing with the British bandalore or yoyo in the 1860s. It was not until 
the 1920s that Americans first heard the word yoyo. Pedro Flores, a Philippine immigrant, began manufacturing 
a toy labeled with that name. Flores became the first person to mass-produce toy yoyos, at his small toy factory 
located in California. Donald Duncan saw the Flores toy, liked it, bought the rights from Flores in 1929, and 
then trademarked the name Yo-Yo. Donald Duncan also worked out a deal with the newspaper tycoon William 
Randolph Hearst to get free advertising in Heart's newspapers. In exchange, Duncan held competitions and the 
entrants were required to bring a quantity of new subscriptions for the newspaper as their entry fee. Duncan's 
massive factory produced 3,600 of the toys every hour making the factory's hometown of Luck, Wisconsin the 
YoYo Capital of the World. 

lOWMC member Gary Schauls makes Luck, with a current population of 1,210, his home. 

Although Luck has not issued an official or semi-official wooden nickel, Gary is very active in the Siren 
Wooden Nickel Coin Club which issued semi-officials in 1976 for the US Bicentennial and in 1991 for the 
Desert Storm Victory.

In 1986 hundreds of businesses and individuals issued semi-official wooden nickels 
that commemorated the 100* anniversary of the Statue of Liberty. Now, in 2011, the famed Statue is celebrating 
its 125* anniversary and I have yet to see a single wooden nickel celebrating that fact. Will the same thing 
happen in 2012 when we commemorate the 225* anniversary of the US Constitution? 

The month of November is truly one for American holidays, celebrations and family get-togethers. 
According to Wikipedia, Veterans Day is an annual United States holiday honoring military veterans. It is a 
federal holiday that is observed on November 11. It is also celebrated as Armistice Day or Remembrance Day in 
other parts of the world and falls on November 11, the anniversary of the signing of the Armistice that ended 
World War I. (Major hostilities of World War I were formally ended at the 11* hour of the 1 1* day of the 1 1* 
month of 1918 with the German signing of the Armistice.) Thanksgiving Day is a holiday celebrated primarily 
in the United States and Canada.

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NORTH TONAWANDA, NEW YORK

North Tonawanda is the second largest city in Niagara County, New York. The city is named after 
Tonawanda Creek, its south border. Tonawanda in the Seneca tongue means "Swift Running Water". 
Tonawanda Creek, which flows into the Niagara River, once had large stretches of rapids until it was tamed with 
the construction of the Erie Canal. The city also calls itself "The Lumber City," due to its past primary industry 
and once was the largest port on the Great Lakes during the height of the Erie Canal. 

After the first settlers arrived in 1809, North Tonawanda became part of the town of Wheatfield, New York 
in Niagara County, from May 1836. An abortive attempt at a village containing portions in two counties and two 
towns from January 1854 until April 1857, it was part of the Niagara County/Town of Wheatfield component, 
with the other portion being located in Erie County and the Town of Tonawanda. The experiment was 
abandoned after New York State removed the North Tonawanda component from the village. Oral history 
claims a dispute between merchants was the cause, but the combination of communities in two different 
counties and two different towns was unwieldy. After becoming a village on May 8, 1865 (still in the Town of 
Wheatfield, but as part of Martinsville, New York), North Tonawanda was incorporated as a City on April 24, 
1897. 

Erom the mid-19* century through the 1970s, North Tonawanda was a lumber transportation or forwarding 
center of significance, granting the city its nickname of “Lumber City.” Because of the ready availability of 
lumber, it was the birthplace of the Elerschell-Spillman Company/ Allan Herschell Cp., one of the leading 
manufacturers of carousels in America and is now the home of the Herschell Carrousel Eactory Museum. In 
1888, Herschell attracted expatriate Belgian Eugene de Kleist to North Tonawanda, who started the North 
Tonawanda Barrel Organ Eactory to produce band organs. Taken over in 1909 by the Rudolph Wurlitzer 
Company after De Kleist became mayor of North Tonawanda in 1906, Wurlitzer became one of the largest 
musical instrument manufacturing plants in the world. The Ray H. Bennett Lumber Co., one of more than 150 
lumber companies to have called North Tonawanda home, produced kit homes sold around the nation and 
Canada for 70 years. 

lOWMC member Jason Scozzafava, makes North Tonawanda, with a population in 2000 of 33,262, his 
home. 

In 1965 North Tonawanda celebrated its centennial as a village by issuing 7 official wooden nickels.

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WAUKESHA, WISCONSIN

The settlement that began in 1834 came to he known as Prairieville. By 1846, the area was incorporated as 
the village of Prairieville. In 1846 the Territorial Legislature voted to split Milwaukee County (which had 
extended all the way from Madison to Milwaukee) into smaller parts. And so, Waukesha County was horn. On 
February 8, 1847, immediately following the decision for county seat, the Village of Prairieville changed its 
name to the Village of Waukesha. Then, on February 4, 1896, by a referendum vote of 1036 to 741, the City of 
Waukesha was incorporated from a village. The city’s name is an Anglicization of the Potawatomi name Wau- 
tsha. Wau-tsha (sometimes written as Wauk-tsha or Wauke-tsha) was the leader of the local tribe at the time of 
the first European settlement of the area. 

In 1868, Colonel Richard Dunbar, a sufferer of diabetes, chanced upon the medicinal properties of what he 
later named the Bethesda Spring. He proclaimed the miraculous benefits of Bethesda Mineral Water for persons 
suffering from all manner of urinary tract and bladder problems, diabetes, Bright's disease, torpid liver, 
indigestion, chronic diarrhea, dropsy and "female weakness," among others. From 1870 to 1910 the village 
experienced drastic changes. It saw the installation of close to 50 different springs. The city experienced visitors 
of fame and wealth from all over the Union, enormous and ornate resorts, shipments of famous Waukesha Water 
with destinations all over the world, shocking scandals, and profitable entrepreneurs. 

Waukesha was known for its extremely clean and good-tasting spring water and was called a "spa town." 
This earned the city the nicknames, "Spring City," and, “Saratoga of the West." It became a national tourist 
attraction and resort location. Men and women arrived in the hundreds by train every day, and made their way to 
lounge on stone steps or in park benches where they could comfortably drink the healing waters and relax. 
Concerts, parades, and dances were regular occasions, drawing crowds of people. Waukesha was gardens, with 
flowers of all colors, pools and streams, paths through groves of trees and shaded spring houses. It was an age of 
extravagance and show, where the rich and famous people from all over the United States came for relaxation 
and respite from the troubled world of the post civil war reconstruction. 

One year after her son’s death, Mary Todd Lincoln visited Waukesha seeking the healing powers of the 
water. Other visitors were Solomon P. Chase, a U.S. Supreme court justice, and former President U.S. Grant. 
Sears & Roebuck founder Richard W. Sears spent his last years on his farm near Waukesha. 

One of the most important "firsts" in American sports history occurred in Waukesha on September 5, 1906, 
when Carroll College (now Carroll University) hosted the football team from St. Louis University. SLU 
halfback Bradbury Robinson threw the first legal forward pass in football history in that game. The Carroll 
players and local fans were stunned. The visitors went on to win 22-0 and the sport was changed forever. 

Waukesha has repeatedly been named one of the top 100 placed to live and, in 2010, Money magazine 
ranked Waukesha 50* on its list of the "100 Best Places to Live", in the United States. 

lOWMC members Tina and Jack Schneider make Waukesha, with a current population of 70,718, their 
home. 

In 1959 Waukesha County celebrated the 125* Jubilee of the founding of Waukesha by issuing 2 wooden 
nickels and in 1976 the local Sambo’s restaurant issued a semi-official wooden nickel for the US Bicentennial. 



GREENFIELD, INDIANA

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Greenfield is in Hancock County, which was created on March 1, 1828, and named for John Hancock, the 
first person to sign the Declaration of Independence. The town of Greenfield was chosen as the county seat on 
April 11,1 828. The Commissioners announced, "The seat of Justice of Hancock County shall he known and 
designated hy the name and title of Greenfield." The population of the county at that time was 400. The first 
frame building was erected in 1830 hy Benjamin Spillman. Greenfield, Indiana is found in the center of 
Hancock County - the county immediately east of Indianapolis Indiana. 

Early settlers huilt along the two creeks which flow south through Center Township, which includes 
Greenfield. The first businesses were small grist mills for grinding corn and wheat for settlers. 

U.S. 40, the National Road, was built through Hancock County around 1835. It was heavily traveled by 
wagon trains going west and livestock going to Cincinnati. The Christian Church, the oldest in the town, was 
used for a district court room prior to 1842. In the year 1853 the first steam railroad was completed by the 
Indiana Central Railroad Company. 

Greenfield was incorporated as a town in 1854 and grew gradually until 1867 - when it took great strides in 
growth and civic improvement. On May 8* of 1876, with a population of 2,023, the City of Greenfield was 
incorporated. The first council meeting was held June 2. 1876. 

Being located on what was known as the National Road and being situated half way between the west and 
east boundary lines of Hancock County, the spot became important as a stopping place for the stage lines. Many 
persons of state and national note were along the early sojourners. 

During the year 1887 natural gas was found, or struck, by the Greenfield Gas and Oil Company and was used 
over a period of 20 years for domestic and commercial purposes. Not one thing ever happened in this 
community that had a greater effect on the business life and growth of the city. Due to the very low cost of the 
fuel, manufacturing institutions of many classes came to Greenfield. At one time there were two window glass 
plants, one fruit jar factory, one rolling and nail mill, a stove foundry, one gas machine shop, three printing and 
bindery plants, one ice factory, as well as the Municipal Electric Light and Water Plants. During this time, 
Greenfield's population continued to grow. The greatest single period of growth began in 1887 when natural gas 
was discovered in the area. Greenfield was a boom town for 20 years until the natural gas began to be depleted. 

lOWMC member Bill Schutt makes Greenfield, with a current population of 20,962, his home. 

In 1966 the Greenfield Baking Company of Greenfield issued a semi-official wooden nickel to honor 
Indiana’s sesquicentennial.

CHEAP AND GREEN CLEANING SOLUTIONS (Filling space) 

KITCHEN - Keep a large bottle of 3 percent hydrogen peroxide (available at supermarkets and drug stores) 
under the kitchen sink.

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PRESIDENT’S WOOD PILE 


Dear Members, 

My president’s message will address a subject that affects lOWMC indirectly and I need your help. 

As you may know, Bill Snider, President of DWMC passed away on March 3, 2011. First Vice President Dave 
Hunsicker assumed responsibility for the club and he has been working with the officers to merge the club with 
lOWMC. 

Here is the problem. The DWMC bylaws state that 7 of the 9 officers must approve a change in the bylaws. In 
2008 DWMC had a membership meeting at the ANA convention in Milwaukee. However, there was not a quorum of 
officers at the 2008 meeting and nothing was recorded in the meeting’s minutes about a change to the bylaws which 
were published in Timber Lines following the convention. Some of the DWMC members in attendance state that they 
remember the bylaws change being discussed but no other officers were reportedly asked for their vote on the 
proposed change so it appears that the bylaws were not amended. Were the bylaws changed or not? If you were a 
DWMC officer at the time please or you have a copy of DWMC’s 2008 amended bylaws please let Dave Hunsicker 
know. He can be reached at 248 South 7*, West Bend, WI 53095-3221, tel: (262) 338-6064 or by email at: 
davehuns @ yahoo, com. 

Dave Hunsicker reportedly sent a letter to all of the DWMC officers and all 8 approved merging with lOWMC 
and 7 of 8 approved a change to the 1982 bylaws. Here is the problem. Dave is assuming that the 1982 DWMC 
bylaws are still valid and, if in fact they were changed in 2008, no one has ever seen a copy. If the 1982 bylaws are 
still valid, then if DWMC should merge with lOWMC then its treasury will be donated in total to the ANA. In the 
June Bunyan’s Chips I stated that had I received a letter from DWMC Treasurer, Larry White, in which he stated that 
the DWMC bylaws were amended at the ANA convention meeting in Milwaukee in 2008 to read: (1) If DWMC folds 
or merges with another club the treasurer would transfer the sum of money to cover all life members that want to 
transfer plus one year’s dues for other members; (2) Half of the treasury would be split with the club that DWMC 
merges with; (3) The ANA would be donated $500 to no more than $1,000; and (4) The rest of the treasury would be 
split with other wood clubs decided by the board that are still active like WWMC, CWMC, POWMC or other clubs. 

lOWMC members have provided a lot of feedback and they favor merger of the 2 clubs because: (1) It would 
provide for a larger and united international wooden money collecting organization, (2) lOWMC could provide more 
services to DWMC members than they now receive, and (3) Dues could be reduced to all members. 

As the end of the year is fast approaching, it would be beneficial to everyone concerned if the merger took place as 
soon as possible. Again, please contact Dave Hunsicker if you have any information about a DWMC bylaws change 
in 2008.

HOLIDAY STAIN REMOVAL 

LIPSTICK - Generally, lipstick can be removed from washable clothing with isopropyl rubbing alcohol. Use two 
hand towels; put one down and place the lipstick stain face down on it. Dab the back of the stain with the other towel, 
which has been dipped into the alcohol. Repeat until stain is gone. If there’s any residue, use a pre-spotter or stain 
remover before laundering and let air dry to be sure the stain is gone. Lipsticks today have newer formulas, such as 
long-lasting or those with a lot of gloss. Several treatments may be needed to remove these stains. 

BLOOD - For clothes that you launder, soaking the bloodstained garment in cold water for about 30 minutes will 
usually remove it. However, if stains are visible, mix a bit of water with unseasoned meat tenderizer (which breaks 
down the protein in the blood) and apply to the area. If the garment can’t be laundered at home, take it to the dry 
cleaner right away and identify the stain. Let the professionals save the clothing. 

COFFEE STAINS - To remove coffee (or tea) stains, rinse area with cold water immediately. Rub in a couple of 
drops of a mild, white dishwashing liquid and rinse well. Then treat with a mixture of one-part white household 
vinegar and three-parts water. Rinse again and launder as you normally do. 

CRANBERRY STAINS - To eliminate cranberry stains, scoop up as much of the sauce as you can — as quickly as 
you can — and then rinse with cold water. Pretreat the stained area and then wash — as the care label for the fabric 
indicates. 

CANDLE WAX - To get rid of candle wax from the tablecloth, let the wax harden — a quick way is to put it in the 
freezer. Then scrape it off the tablecloth with a dull knife. Place paper towels on both sides of the stain and set the iron 
on the warm setting, then iron (no steam) over the stained area. Change the towels often to absorb all of the wax. 
Launder as usual. 

GRAVY - To clean up gravy, spoon it up as fast as you can. Sprinkle artificial sweetener or flour over the stained area 
to absorb the grease. Put the tablecloth into a sink and soak in a mixture of one teaspoon of a mild, colorless detergent 
with each cup of lukewarm water for at least 20 minutes. Then wash as usual and let air dry — don’t put in the dryer. 
RED WINE - To remove red-wine stains, pour a big dose of salt on top of the stain to absorb the liquid. Put the 
tablecloth into cold water and try to rub out the stain. Use an enzyme detergent in the hottest water safe for the fabric, 
soak for 30 minutes and launder. 
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KOKOMO, INDIANA

Kokomo was named after a Miami Indian referred to as a chief, but later found to be local legend Ma-Ko-Ko- 
Mo, which is sometimes spelled as "Koh-Koh-Mah" or "Kokomoko". His name translates to Black Walnut. 
There was a trading post for commerce between Native Americans and European-Americans here in the early 
19th century. David Foster founded the first trading post in Howard County. In 1844, Foster donated 40 acres of 
his land to create a county seat in Kokomo, which was a log courthouse, for use in the community. It was 
incorporated as a city in 1865. 

On October 6, 1886, natural gas was discovered in Kokomo, leading to a "boom" in business. This discovery 
was directly responsible for Elwood Haynes' move to Kokomo, as he was a superintendent with a gas company 
with interests in Kokomo and Howard County. The Diamond Plate Glass Company began in Kokomo in 1887, 
lured by the cheap and plentiful natural gas. This company later became part of Pittsburgh Plate Glass, or PPG. 
The Kokomo Opalescent Glass Works started making stained glass in Kokomo in 1888 and has been in 
continuous operation ever since. 

On July 4, 1923, Kokomo achieved national notoriety when it hosted the largest Ku Klux Klan gathering in 
history. An estimated 200,000 Klan members and supporters gathered in Malfalfa Park for a mighty Konklave 
and the elevation of D. C. Stephenson to Grand Dragon of the Indiana Klan. A huge flag was used that day to 
collect a reported $50,000 for construction of a local “Klan hospital” so that Klan members would not have to be 
treated at the only local hospital, which was Catholic. At that time Indiana was a Klan stronghold, and as much 
as 50 percent of white males in parts of Indiana were Klan members. Both men’s and women’s Klans held 
weekly rallies and initiations in Malfalfa Park, and Kokomo’s Klans women held meetings at the armory, the 
local headquarters of the Women of the Ku Klux Klan, and churches. A speech at a Baptist church was attended 
by 1000 Klanswomen. 

Kokomo is officially known as the "City of Firsts" for, among other achievements, being a pioneer of United 
States automobile manufacturing, with Elwood Haynes test-driving his early internal combustion engine auto 
there on July 4, 1894. In October, 1894 D.C. Spraker, President of Kokomo Rubber Tire Company, invented the 
first pneumatic rubber tire. Haynes and his associates built a number of other autos over the next few years; the 
Haynes-Apperson Automobile Company for mass-production of commercial autos was established in Kokomo in 
1898. In 1902 George Kingston developed the first carburetor. Elwood Haynes went on to invent Stainless Steel 
flatware in 1912 to give his wife tarnish-free dinnerware. In 1918 the Eiberty Pressed Metal Company developed 
the first aerial bomb with fins. In 1938, the Delco Radio Division of General Motors (now Delphi) developed the 
first push button car radio. In 1947 the Delco Radio Division of G.M. developed the first signal-seeking car 
radio. In 1957 the Delco Radio Division of G.M. developed the first all-transistor car radio. 

Kokomo serves as the "City of Firsts" in the food industry as well. In 1928 Walter Kemp, Kemp Brothers 
Canning Co. developed the first canned tomato juice because of a request by a physician in search for baby food 
for his clinic. Kokomo is also home to the first mechanical com picker which was developed by a man named 
John Powell in the early 1920s. In modern times, Kokomo was home to the first Ponderosa Steakhouse Kokomo 
opened the first McDonald's with a diner inside, locally called "McDiner." This McDonald's theme failed 
nationally. Eventually, the "McDiner" closed and was converted back to a regular McDonald's restaurant. 

Much of the town was damaged or destroyed on April 11, 1965, by an F4 tornado that was part of the Palm 
Sunday Tornado Outbreak. 

lOWMC member Mark Shorter makes Kokomo, with a current population of 45,468, his home. 

In 1965 Kokomo issued a wooden nickel to commemorate the centennial of its incorporation as a city. Many 
businesses joined the city and issued semi-officials. The Kokomo Coin Club has issued many semi-official 
wooden nickels honoring the “City of Firsts” and the many inventions that took place there. 



ANDERSON, INDIANA

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Prior to the organization of Madison County, William Conner entered the land upon which Anderson is 
located. Conner later sold the ground to John and Sarah Berry, who donated 32 acres of their land to Madison 
County on the condition that the county seat would he moved from Pendleton to Anderson. John Berry laid out 
the first plat of Anderson on November 7, 1827. In 1828 the seat of justice was moved from Pendleton to 
Anderson. 

The city is named for Chief William Anderson, whose mother was a Delaware Indian and whose father was of 
Swedish descent. The Delaware village was known as Anderson's Town, though the Moravian Missionaries 
called it "The Heathen Town Four Miles Away." Anderson was also known as Andersonton before being 
formally organized as Anderson. 

Introduction of internal improvements by the Mammoth Internal Improvement Act caused a growth in the 
population in 1837. In December, 1838, Anderson was incorporated as a town with 350 inhabitants. The Central 
Canal, a branch of the Wabash and Erie Canal, was planned to come through Anderson. Work continued on the 
canal during 1838 and the beginning of 1839, but work on the canal was soon suspended by the state following 
the Panic of 1837. The town again became a sleepy village until 1849 when it was incorporated a second time as 
a town. 

This incorporation was short-lived and Anderson once again went back to village status in 1852. However, 
with the completion of the Indianapolis Bellefontaine Railroad, as well as their station in 1852, Anderson burst to 
life. The third incorporation of Anderson as a town occurred on June 9, 1853. The population continued to 
increase. On August 28, 1865, with a population was nearly 1,300 people, Anderson was incorporated as a city. 

On March 31, 1887, natural gas was discovered in Anderson. As the Indiana Gas Boom began, this discovery 
led new businesses that could use natural gas, such as glass-making, to move to the city. Anderson grew to such 
proportions that a Cincinnati newspaper editor labeled the city "The Pittsburgh on White River." Other 
appellations were "Queen City of the Gas Belt" and (because of the vulcanizing and the rubber tire 
manufacturing business) "Puncture Proof City." 

The year 1912 spelled disaster for Anderson: the natural gas ran out, due to the residents squandering their 
resources. The city left its gas powered lights on day and night, and there are stories of a pocket of natural gas 
being lit in the river and burning for a prolonged period for the spectacle of it. The result of the loss of natural gas 
was that several factories moved out. The whole city slowed down. 

The Commercial Club (formed on November 18, 1905) was the forerunner of the present Chamber of 
Commerce. This club persuaded the Remy Brothers to stay in Anderson and others to locate here. For decades 
Delco Remy and Guide Lamp (later Fisher Guide) were the top two employers in the city. 

Over the years, 17 different types of automobiles were manufactured in Anderson with the Lambert family 
among the city's leaders in its development and Buckeye Gasoline Buggy the Lambert product. Many other 
inventions were perfected in Anderson including: the gas regulator, the stamp vending machine, and the 
vulcanizing process to retread tires. 

Today, though the city bustles on, it holds dear the pioneer history that is its foundation, and in fact has an 
active group called The Anderson Downtown Neighbors Association (ADNA), dedicated to preserving Anderson 
history through the preservation of historic buildings and districts. 

lOWMC member W. Edward Shaw makes Anderson, with a current population of 59,734, his home.
